Dear Editor: 
Beyond immediate family 
members and friends, it is not 
likely that many people will be 
aware of the recent passing of 
Harvey Jefferson Locklar at his 
modest country home outside of 
Elba, Ala. He has joined his 
wonderful wife, Lois, of 70+ 
years, who also passed earlier in 
the year, and left behind an 
admiring son and daughter and 
their families. But more... much 
more than that, he left behind 
literally thousands of lives that 
had been touched and molded 
and directed by his lifelong 
dedication to.education and the 
building of character, He was 
the epitome of a Hero and his 
story deserves to be heard, 

My first contact with Harvey 
(we always called him “Mister 
Locklar”) came in 1957 a5 1 
entered the 3rd grade at 
Goodman Junior High School - 
one of the little grade 1-9 coun- 
ty. schools which served agri- 
cultural communities in the 
peanut farming region of south 
Alabama. Mr. Locklar was the 
principal of our little school and 
he ran the place with-the skill 
and fineness Of a surgeon and 
stretched a dollar tighter than a 
retiree on fixed income. Despite 
the fact that our little school 
received only a tiny fraction of 
the funding schools receive 
today, the students at Goodman 
Junior High never suffered 
because Mr. Locklar wouldn’t 
allow lack of money to become 
an obstacle, For example, Mr. 
Locklar built a ‘pigpen on. the 
school property and “slopped” 
the hogs with lunchroom left- 
overs.

Elba Tigers ready to kick off ‘05 season

Friday night against Brantley Bulldogs 


The Elba Tigers will kick off 
the 2005 football season Friday 
night when they host the 
Brantley Bulldogs on Mack 
Wood Field at Elba’s Tiger 
Stadium, and second year Tiger 
head coach Scott Rials is con- 
vinced his team will be ready to 


go when the two rivals hit the 


field for their season openers, 

“We have worked hard 
throughout the summer and 
worked some of the kinks out 
last week in the preseason game 
against Ariton,” said Coach 
Rials, “and f am convinced this 
team is ready to open the season 
and am confident it can compete 
and win against one of the best 
teams in the. state, We have 
played in Brantley the past two 
seasons and lost both games, but 
thé Jast time Brantley came here 
We posted a win, and our players 
are determined to protect. their 
home turf and open the season 
with. a big: win. It will take the 
bést we have: got on-both ‘sides 
of ‘the ball and in the -kicking 
game and it will take forty-eight 
minutes of dedication, 
However, no one but the coach- 
es and players think we have a 
chance and a win Friday night 
would give us a shot in the arm 
and let everyone know the Elba 
Tigers are back and are ready to 
win.” 

Elba traveled to Brantley last 
season and came out on the 
short end of a 47-26 shoot-out, 
but with all its backs and 
receivers returning, the Tigers 
are convinced this year they can 
put enough points on the score- 
board to leave the field with a 

.win. Senior — quarterback 
Brandon Kelley is back to guide 
the Tiger attack and possesses 
all the skills needed to lead the 
team on the ground and through 
the air. Last season, his first at 
quarterback, all Kelley did was 
rush for over 500 yards and 
seven touchdowns and throw for 
over 1,500 yards and 14 touch- 
downs. Also back with Kelley in 
the backfield is halfback Kikko 
Logan, who rushed for over 
1,100 yards and scored 14 
touchdowns, while the receiving 
corp also returns led by the trio 
of Mason Gulley, LaRay 
Williams and Reymar Rogers. 
Gulley led the team a year ago 
with 28 receptions for 738 yards 
and seven touchdowns, while 
Williams hauled in 29 recep- 
tions for almost 500 yards and 3 
touchdowns and Rogers was the 
Tigers’ go-to receiver in key 
third down situations. 

“We weren't able to spread 
the field’as much as we wanted 
last season due to the fact the 
players only had a few weeks to 
learn our system,” added Rials, 
“and late in the season we went 


more to a power running game 
to. try and cut down on 
turnovers. We have now been 
together over a year and the 
players all know our system and 
know what we can do when we 
make our reads and make the 
plays. We want to spread the 
field and put points on the 
scoreboard every time we get 
the ball, and to do that we will 
take advantage of what the 
defense gives us. If they give us 
the run we will line up and run 
the football forty or fifty times 
in a game, and if they give us 
some pass routes we may throw 
it forty or fifty. times. Our 
offense isn’t dependent on any 
one thing and we are convinced 
we can be successful’ both run- 
ning and passing. When we can 
run the ball it helps open up the 
passing game, and when we 
have success. passing it opens up 
the running game. If we can be 
successful doing both we should 
be able to score some points and 
have an exciting offensive foot- 
ball team.” 

The- Elba’ defense struggled 
last season and allowed over 28 
points a game and with four of 
the team’s leading five tacklers 
gone due to: graduation the 
defense will once again be a 
source of concern. 

“We got better on defense late 
in the season,” said Coach Rials, 
“and have spent a lot of time on 
that side of the ball in preseason 
work, Coach Marty Marler is 
heading up the defense this sea- 
son and has installed a very 
basic scheme that should be 
easy to learn and be effective at 
the same time. We are going to 
playa lot of players on defense 
and try to get some folks a rest, 
but we will have a lot of players 
playing both offense and 
defense in certain situations and 
will try and have our best eleven 
on the field when the game is on 
the line. We have some strong, 
but young guys up front in the 
line, and should get better as we 
g0, while the linebackers and 
secondary should be solid: We 
expect to be much improved on 
defense this season and also 
expect to get better as we go.” 

Linebacker Trey Davis was 
the team’s third leading tackler 
last season with returns at that 
position, while others expected 
to help handle the load on the 
defensive side’ of the ball 
include tackles Ryan 
McCollough (250) and Lamar 
Ware (275) and defensive ends 
Chase Boutwell (175) and 
Kikko Logan (205). 

“We know that everyone in 
Elba lives for football and that 
they are hungry for a winner,” 
added Rials. “This team 
believes in itself, works hard

When asked about this week's 
season opener against the 
Brantley Bulldogs, Coach Rials 
stated “We should know by ten 
o’clock Friday night just how 
good we really are, because 
Brantley is one the top teams in 
the state year in and year out 
and will come over here Friday 
night with a 25 game regular 
season winning streak. Brantley 
is blessed with speed and size, 
and over the years has devel- 
oped the personality that it is 
going to win every time it takes 
the field. It will come: here 
expecting to win and it will take 
our best effort on every single 
play-to post a win. On offense 
we will have to be balanced and 
be able to run and throw the 
football when we want to. We 
can’t let Brantley dictate what 
we do on offense and we have to 
be solid: in the line and really 
play hard and smart. Last week 
we made some penalties that 
nullified some big gains, and 
this week we will have to be 
able to cut.out those mistakes if 
we are to be successful on 
offense. Over on defense we 
will have to tackle well and 
make the plays when we are in 
position. Brantley has some 
very talented backs that can take 
it the distance on any play, and 
also has a quarterback that took 
all the snaps a year ago and is 
back to lead the team again. He 
is very adept both running and 
passing and doesn’t make mis- 
takes. Our defense will be chal- 
lenged on every possession .” 

“We will have our hands full 
Friday night.and know we will 
be huge underdogs,” said Rials, 
“but the coaches and playérs 
and looking forward to the chal- 
lenge and I hope all Elba fans 
come out and support this year's 
team.”

Spoons are still 
fish catchers 


Every school boy or girl who loves to fish is often confronted 
with the fact that he or she doesn’t quite have enough money to buy 
all the. pricey lures that they would like to add to their tackle box 
collection. | can well remember how buying a $1,50 plug back in 
the early 1960's could wipe out my weeks spending money. The 
alternative to high priced baits was the less expensive baits. 

Plastic worms were inexpensive enough, but when I wanted to 
fish something with a little more action | was often stumped-until | 
bought a red and white spoon with treble hooks, = 

An afternoon at the county lake produced a nice string of bass on 
my little inexpensive bait. My grandmother loved fish, not catching 
them but ¢ating them. Catch and release was a ludicrous activity as 
far as she was concerned, As long as | would bring her a couple of 
bass to eat, she would buy me new spoons to replace the ones I lost 


during hang-ups, 


L soon learned that the silver and gold spoon worked well also, At 


the time I had no earthly idea why a fish would hit something that ° 


looked like what had been hacked sawed from an eating utensil, | 
later read in a magazine that the sideways wobble of a flashing 
spoon looked like a smaller fish to a bass. : 

A little experimentation with the spoon taught me that the key to 
spoon fishing success is the action it has on the fall. Spoons should 
flutter down when dropped, and they should be fished the same 
way-drop the spoon down to the bottom, reel up a couple of times, 
then lift the spoon up by raising the rod. Letit flutter back down by 
lowering the rod at the same rate that the spoon falls.
